To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  District  Council 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  report  on  the  health  of  Longdendale 
for  i960. 

The  first  part  consists  of  statistics  concerning  hirths,  deaths  and 
infectious  diseases,  about  which  I  make  no  comment  other  than  to  point  out  the 
low  incidence  of  infectious  disease  during  i960.  Also  in  this  section  is  a 
brief  account  of  work  for  the  health  of  the  district  carried  out  under  County 
Council  administration. 

The  second  part  of  the  Report  is  presented  by  Mr.  F.  Skirrow,  your  Public 
Health  Inspector,  which  is  prepared  with  close  attention  to  detail  and  comment, 
being  an  account  of  the  work  in  environmental  health  which  is  of  particular 
concern  to  your  Council.  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Skirrow  for  his  report  and  for 
his  work  and  co-operation  during  the  past  year. 

I  wish  to  thank  members  of  the  Council  for  their  support  for  all  work 
concerning  Public  Health  and  to  record  my  thanks  to  your  Clerk  and  many  members 
of  the  Council's  staff  who  have  been  most  helpful  during  i960.

POPULATION 


The  Registrar  General's  estimate  for  mid-1960  was  4 5 390. 


BIRTHS 


There  were  63  live  births  during  i960.  Of  these  32  were  males  and  31 
females.  87$  were  born  in  Maternity  Homes  or  Hospitals  compared  with  between 
60-70$  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

The  Crude  Birth  Rate  was  14*4  per  1  ,000  compared  with  16.0  per  1,000  in  1 959 » 
When  adjusted  for  comparative  purposes  with  other  areas  the  birth  rate  was  16.1 
per  1,000,  compared  with  16.6  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  no  Still  Births. 

DEATHS 

The  number  of  deaths  during  i960  was  77*  Of  these  39  were  males  and  38 
females.  The  Crude  Death  Rate  was  1 7 « 5  Por  1 ?000  compared  with  15*5  PQr  1  ?000 
for  1959.  When  adjusted  for  comparative  purposes  with  other  areas  the  Death 
Rate  was  14*6,  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  during  1 96O  being  11.5®  The

HOLLINGWORTH  CLINIC 


A  weekly  ante-natal  Clinic  is  held  following  the  School  Nurse's  session  each 
Tuesday  afternoon.  The  local  Domiciliary  Midwife  attends  for  the  purpose  of 
examination  of  expectant  mothers  who  wish  to  have  their  babies  at  home.  The 
afternoon  of  the  2nd  Monday  in  each  month  is  devoted  to  immunisation  and  is- 
attended  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer.  Other  immunisation  sessions  are  carried 
out  as  the  need'  arises. 

Child  Welfare  Sessions  were  held  from  2p.m.  to  4p.m.  on  the  1st  and  3rd 
Thursday  of  each  month  through  the  year  -  a  local  Medical  Practitioner  and  Health 
Visitor  being  in  attendance.

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NURSING  IN  THE  HOME 


One  full-time  domiciliary  Nurse  attended  60  patients  in  Mottram  and 
Broadhottom  upon  2,204  occasions. 

The  Hollingworth  district  is  served  by  a  Nurse  whoso  duties  also  include 
cases  resident  in  Tintwistlo  (Separate  figures  for  Hollingworth  residents  are  not 
readily  available . ) 

Nursing  requisites  are  stored  at  private  addresses  in  Mottram  and  Broadhottom 
and  at  the  M.  &  C.W.  Centre  at  Hollingworth.  Requisites  such  as  back-rests, 
bed-pans  etc.,  are  available  on  loan  from  the  stores  by  application  to  either  of 
these  nurses. 

HEALTH  VISITING 


One  Health  Visitor  supervises  the  welfare  of  infants,  young  children,  expectant 
mothers  and  nursing  mothers  by  paying  visits  to  their  homes  and  attending  at  the 
Clinics.  Visits  to  aged  and  infirm  persons  in  need  of  attention  also  form  part 
of  her  duties.

Public  Health  Inspector's  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  I960 
To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  District  Council 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  second  annual  report,  and  whilst  no  reminder 
is  needed  from  me  of  the  task  ahead  as  far  as  improving  the  sanitary  circumstances 
and  standard  ol  housing  in  the  district,  I  feel  the  Council  is  entitled  to  some 
satisfaction  in  the  steps  taken  towards  this,  and  I  am  particularly  appreciative 
of  the  support  I  have  had  from  the  Council  during  the  year. 

I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Clerk  and  the  Surveyor  for  their  co-operation 
and  both  Dr.  F.W.C.  brown,  who  retired  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  February,  ? 
and  Dr.  W.  Turner  who  succeeded  him. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 

Progress  in  this  field  has  been  far  from  spectacular  and  once  again  the 
figures  indicate  the  unsatisfactoriness  of  the  existing  conditions  and  the  amount 
of  work  still  outstanding.  Nevertheless  work  on  the  securing  of  pail-closet 
conversions  to  water-closets  was  proceeded  with  where  possible  under  the  policy  of 
the  Council  to  serve  notices  under  Section  47  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  details  of 
which  are  given  below.  Frustrating  delay  occurred  due  to  various  difficulties 
not  the  least  of  which  was  the  indifference  of  contractors  in  submitting  estimates 
and  carrying  out  the  work  within  reasonable  periods. 


The  Council  was  very  perturbed  at  the  delay  in  preparing  the  detailed 
specifications  and  forms  of  tender  for  the  new  sewerage  scheme,  which  as  reported 
in  last  year's  annual  report,  will  cover  all  except  the  very  outlying  portions  of 
the  district,  and  also  serve  the  overspill  development  to  be  undertaken  by 
Manchester  Corporation  within  the  district.  With  the  carrying  out  of  this  now 
sewerage , work  on  which  has  commenced  at  the  time  of  writing,  the  elimination  of 
the  majority  of  the  pail— closets  will  be  possible,  and  the  time  is  therefore 
opportune  to  again  take  the  opportunity  of  stressing  the  attraction  of  the  grants 
available  for  owners  under  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959.  Under  these 
provisions  a  grant  of  up  to  £155?  depending  on  the  amenities  to  be  provided  is 
made  towards  the  provision  of  bath,  wash  hand  basin,  hot  water  system,  water-closet 
and  food  storage  facilities.  In  this  district  where  many  of  the  houses,  though 
substantially  built  of  stone,  lack  the  amenities  mentioned,  and  are  in  some  cases 
not  too  well  maintained,  the  attraction  of  this  scheme  should  bo  even  stronger  than 
elsewhere  and  both  owners  of  rented  property  and  owner/o couplers  could  with  the 
utilisation  of  it  improve  the  standard  of  the  house  tremendously,  at  the  same  time 
lifting  property  out  of  the  class  where  action  under  the  Housing  Act  tov/ards  possible 
demolition  has  to  bo  contemplated.  Hero  I  refer  not  to  properties  already  listed 
lor  possible  demolition  action,  but  looking  further  ahead.  This  of  course  was  the 
reason  for  the  introduction  by  the  Government  of  the  grant  schemes,  and  with  the 
widened  scope  which  will  result  with  the  carrying  out  of  the  sewering  of  the  whole 
district,  the  greater  the  publicity  that  can  be  given  to  the  grant  system  the 
better.  Though  there  is  still  little  sign  that  the  owners  of  rented  properties 
are  willing  to  carry  out  schemes,  those  who  are  able  to  do  so  will  bo  acting  wisely.

RIVER  POLLUTION  NUISANCE 

The  gross  pollution  of  the  River  Etherow  in  the  Broadbottom  district  received 
further  consideration  during  the  year.  In  January  the  Council  invited  the 
Secretary  and  other  officials  of  the  Mersey  River  Board  to  a  meeting  for  discussion 
of  the  problem,  and  through  the  ever-ready  co-operation  of  Mr.  F.  Blackburn,  Member 
of  Parliament  for  the  district,  representation  was  later  made  to  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government. 


The  provision  of  up-to-date  sewage  works  discharging  into  the  river  will  result 
in  some  improvement,  but  as  far  as  the  main  problem  of  industrial  discharge,  no 
hope  of  a  real  solution  was  given  from  either  the  Board  or  the  Ministry.  In  the 
face  of  this  negative  position  put  forward  by  the  constitutional  authorities,  I 
might  perhaps  refer  to  the  sponsoring  of  a  Private  Member's  Bill  during  the  early 
part  of  I96I  ,  which  proposed  to  include  stricter  control  over  existing  effluents. 

Mr.  Blackburn  spoke  in  support  of  this  measure,  making  particular  reference  to  the 
River  Etherow,  and  the  Council  is  very  much  aware  of  these  active  measures  taken  in 
its  interests.  Arrangements  wore  made  for  reception  of  the  effluent  from  a 
textile  printing  works  at  Lymofield,  Broadbottom,  into  the  Broadbottom  Sewage 
Works. 


CLEAN  AIR  ACT 


During  the  year  the  Council  approved  the  boundary  delineation  for  the 
proposed  Smoke  Control  Area  which  will  embrace  the  Manchester  Overspill  Site,  this 
latter  comprising  approximately  2,000  dwellings  together  with  other  amenity 
building.  No  other  formal  steps  were  taken,  the  initiation  of  the  scheme  being 
intended  to  coincide  with  the  development.  The  district  is  not  included  in  the 

list  of  "Black  areas",  -3- 


No  formal  action  was  taken  in  respect  of  industrial  chimney  discharge, 
it  being  pleasing  to  record  that  informal  approach  to  firms  is  to  the  need  for 
care  invariably  resulted  in  ready  co-operation. 

WATER  SUPPLY 


In  accordance  with  the  directions  on  the  preparation  of  Annual  Reports  received 
from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  subject  of  water  supply  is  dealt  with  as  follows s- 

(1)  The  water  undertakers  within  the  district  are  the  Manchester  Corporation 
Waterworks,  who  have  supplied  details  of  their  sample  reports  and  of  the 
position  generally,  the  supply  being  described  by  the  Chief  Chemist  as  of 
very  satisfactory  quality,  chemically  and  bacteriologically  throughout  the 
year, 

(2)  The  supply  is  derived  from  Hungry  Hole  Spring  with  a  mixture  from  Arnfield 
Brook  when  the  spring  is  running  low. 

17  samples  of  raw  water  wore  taken  during  the  year,  of  which  13  showed  counts 
of  loss  than  10  b.coli. 

The  water  is  treated  with  soda  ash  to  correct  acidity  (low  p.H.)  and  low 
alkalinity  of  the  raw  water  and  sterilised  by  addition  of  chi ores  prior  to 
distribution. 

213  samples  of  distributed  water  were  taken  by  the  undertakers  during  the 
year,  of  which  207  (or  97.2$)  wore  either  free  from  or  contained  only  1  faecal 
coli  per  100  m.l.s. 

Of  the  16  samples  submitted  by  the  local  authority  from  the  mains  supply  14  were 
free  from  coliform  bacilli  and  2  had  a  count  of  1  per  100  m.l.s. 

Typical  chemical  analyses  on  both  the  rawmter  and  following  treatment  detailed 
by  the  Chief  Chemist  are  satisfactory. 

(3)  It  is  reported  that  as  a  result  of  the  treatment  given  at  the  source  on  all 
raw  water,  plumbo-solvcncy  action  is  guarded  against,  a  typical  analysis 
showing  the  ph. value  of  the  treated  water  at  6.7  against  5*7  for  the  raw  water. 

No  specific  plumbo-solvcncy  tests  wore  carried  out  during  the  year. 

(4)  As  "the  sample  results  show  the  mains  supply  was  satisfactory,  any  results 
showing  appreciable  counts  being  attributable  to  disturbed  main  conditions,  and 
in  all  cases  follow  up  samples  invariably  proved  to  be  coli-free. 

(5)  (a)  The  number  of  houses  on  mains  supply  is  1,710  (estimated  population)  4,046 
(b)  There  are  5  houses  on  stand-pipe  supply.  (estimated  population  -  12) 

There  are  some  140  dwellings  not  on  mains  supply,  and  as  described  in  last 
year's  report  the  Manchester  Corporation  Waterworks  Department  continued  to 
make  available  a  supply  in  trailer  tanks  to  properties  in  the  Hattersley  area 
which  on  the  development  of  the  overspill  will,  it  is  hoped,  come  within 
reasonable  distance  for  mains  supply. 

Of  the  9  samples  taken  from  private  supplies  7  wore  free  from  faecal  coli, 
the  other  two  having  a  count  of  1  and  3  per  100  m.l.  Wherever  practicable 
.  measures  were  undertaken  to  protect  private  supply  sources. 

Public  Swimming  Baths 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  within  the  District. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

This  service  is  under  the  control  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  Collection 
by  S.  &  D.  Freighter  was  maintained  weekly  throughout  the  year  in  most  of  the 
district  (outlying  parts  have  a  fortnightly  or  less  regular  collection)  despite  the 
difficulties  in  obtaining  labour  and  the  need  to  divert  same  occasionally,  due  to 
various  causes. 
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The  collection  of  such  a  large  number  of  pail-closets  entails  much  extra 
expenditure,  is  grossly  objectionable  both  to  the  men  carrying  out  the  work,  house¬ 
holders  and  the  public.  Improvement  in  disposal  was  effected  during  the  year  by 
the  formation  of  a  concrete  disposal  point  into  the  main  sewer.  The  envisaged 
reduction  on  completion  of  the  sewerage  scheme  will  bo  welcomed. 

Refuse  continues  to  be  disposed  of  by  tipping  on  the  site  between  Broadbottom 
Road  and  Stockport  Road.  Control  was  unsatisfactory  due  to  labour  difficulties, 
and  complaints  wore  received. 

As  a  result  of  a  meeting  of  Council  representatives  and  the  County  Council 
referred  to  in  last  year's  report,  the  emptying  of  street  gullies  on  the  County 
and  Trunk  Roads  has  been  carried  out  by  a  mechanised  Gully  Emptier  Vehicle,  this 
superceding  the  rather  cbjoctional  manual  method. 

RODENT  CONTROL 


Though  complaints  of  rat  infestation  showed  no  decline,  there  were  no  major 
infestations  reported  and  the  plicy  of  providing  free  treatment  at  dwelling 
houses  undoubtedly  encourages  prompt  notification  and  control.  Work  is  carried 
out  by  the  Council's  own  employee  who  uses  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  recommended  systems,  having  attended  a  course  on  rodent  control. 


288  premises  were  specifically  inspected  in  connection  with  rodent  control, 

73  infestations  were  dealt  with  involving  273  visits. 

The  whole  of  the  sewerage  system  was  treated  during  the  year,  the  method  used 
being  the  stockinette  type  bags  with  Warfarin  bait.  Though  takes  were  not  numerous 
this  method  again  proved  its  efficiency  over  others. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

The  obly  offensive  trade  premises  are  at  Hyde  Brook  Works,  carrying  out  the 
digestion  and  fat  extraction  of  animal  waste  products,  also  being  licensed  as  a 
Knackers  Yard.  Due  to  its  position  it  is  quite  natural  that  occasional  complaints 
arise  whenever  control  of  processes  is  such  as  to  allow  escape  of  offensive  smells. 
The  firm  co-operated  by  using  a  proprietary  masking  compound  in  the  digostors,  but 
this  did  not  entirely  overcome  the  problem.

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There  have  been  43  inspections  of  promises  registered,  under  Section  16 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  and  111  inspections  of  other  food  premises. 

No  statutory  action  was  taken  under  the  Food  &  Drugs  Act,  or  by  reference 
to  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  but  informal  representation  was  made  in  several 
cases  for  improvements  in  conditions. 

There  is  no  manuf acture  of  ice  cream  in  the  district^  of  the  13  samples 
submitted  for  ox?.mination  9  wore  classified  as  Grade  1  and  4  as  Grade  2. 

MILK  SUPPLY 


From  April,  1959,  the  district  has  been  included  in  an  area  subject  to  the 
Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified  Areas)  Order,  1959?  where  the  sale  of 
milk  other  than  heat-treated  or  Tuberculin-Tested  was  prohibited. 

Licences  in  force  during  the  year  were  - 

Sterilized  Milk  Dealers  -  1 9  Supplementary  -  2 

Pastuerized  -  7  -  2 

Tuberculin  Tested  -  4  -  2 

On  1st  October,  I960,  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations  i960 
came  into  force  the  effect  of  which  was  to  transfer  the  responsibility  for  the 
issue  of  licences  for  the  sale  of  designated  milk  (other  than  producer  retailors) 
to  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  the  district,  viz?  the  Cheshire  County 
Council.  Liaison  took  place  to  effect  this  change  and  information  was  also 
given  of  the  proposed  re-organisation  of  sampling  arrangements  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer's  Department  with  the  aim  of  providing  more  efficient  coverage. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

Following  the  submission  of  the  Council's  report  on  slaughtering  facilities 
within  the  district,  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  included 
Longdondalo  in  the  No. 3  Order,  the  effect  of  which  was  to  make  1st  January,  I96I? 
the  date  from  which  slaughterhouses  should  comply  with  the  Hygiene  and  Prevention 
of  Cruelty  Regulations,  1958* 

As  anticipated  in  last  year's  report,  none  of  the  si  aught erhoue  owners 
submitted  schemes  for  the  improvement  up  to  required  standard,  and  it  followed 
that  31st  December,  1 96O  was  the  last  day  on  which  the  existing  promises  could  be 
used  for  slaughtering.
